Progress of Chemistry Told 


by Deming at Opening 


General Session. 


Dozens of addresses, ranging in 


subject matter from the distribu- 
tion of weeds to the relative in- 
telligence of children of young 
and old parents, were delivered in 
Lincoln 
by Nebraska 
scientists 
Friday as the 47th annual meeting 
of 
the 
Nebraska Academy of 
Sciences swung into activity, with 
the Lincoln hotel as headquarters. 
Some 200 educators from over the 
state gathered here for the two 
day convention. 
The feature 
address 
of 
the 
morning was given at the Lincoln 
by Dr. H. G. Deming, professor of 
chemistry at the University of Ne- 
braska, on the subject, "Current 
Trends in Chemical Progress." The 
best road to progress in chemistry 
lies in experimentation on a small 
scale where errors can be cor- 
rected prior to successful nation- 
wide development, Dr. Deming told 
the assembled scientists. 
"Since the lessons of the past 
are not always clear, we must 
await the verdict of the future be- 
fore we shall know what part of 
all that is new in our generation 
is entitled to be called progress," 
he said. 


Dr. Deming spoke at a joint 
session of the academy in conjunc- 
tion with the Nebraska section of 
the Mathematical Association of 
America, 
Nebraska 
Council of 
Geography 
Teachers, 
Nebraska 
Science Teachers association and 
Nebraska Dietetic association. 


Revolution in Thought. 


"A revolution in chemical think- 
ing has been under way for a gen- 
eration, but some of its most spec- 
tacular results have become prom- 
inent only during the last six 
years," Dr. Deming continued. He

LAW UPHELD BY FROST 


Basing Decision Upon Ruling 


of Chief Justice Hughes, 


Says Law Valid. 


The Nebraska moratorium law 
was upheld by District Judge 
Frost Friday in his ruling in the 
case of First Trust Company vs. 
Walter C. Smith. The only ques- 
tion involved -was the constitu- 
tionality of the Nebraska law. 
Judge Frost based his ruling 
upon the decision of the United 
States supreme court in -which the 
Minnesota law, much like that of 
Nebraska, was upheld in an opin- 
ion written 
by 
Chief 
Justice 
Hughes. That was a 5-4 decision, 
Justice Sutherland 
heading the 
four •who filed dissenting opinions. 
In his statement from the bench 
District Judge Frost said he was 
free to say that if the matter were 
an open question, he probably 
would hold the law unconstitutional 
on the ground that it does impair 
contract. Frank D. Williams, at- 
torney for the trust company, an- 
nounced that he would carry the 
case to the Nebraska supreme 
court. Judge Frost, however, felt 
that the opinion by Justice Hughes 
would be the rule in future cases, 
and on account of this ruling he 
was upholding the Nebraska law. 


The ruling applies to the mora- 
torium law passed previously and 
in force from 1933 to 1935, the law

30 DEAD OR MISSING 


IN HINDENBURG BLAST 


Highly Inflammable Hydrogen Used in the 


Zeppelin Given Blame for Disaster 


at Lakehwst. 


LAKEHURST,N.J.(AP). The flaming destruction of 


the once seemingly impregnable dirigible Hindenburg 
brought swift action by the American and German gov- 
ernments to determine the cause of the disaster. Thirty 


m/ 


persons were known dead or missing. 


Of the 97 passengers and members of the crew aboard 


when the greatest of all airship s exploded, burst into flames 
and crashed to earth Thursd ay night-"just as it was lower- 
ing to the mooring mast, and only 200 feet above ground 
—68 persons survived. One of those killed was a spectator, 
burned to death in the falling debris. 


The ruins of the luxurious 


liner of the skies lay crumpled 
on the landing- field at the 
naval air station—a junk heap 
of black metal, a mass of 
ghastly, grisly framework. 


On the lips of everyone was 


the question—what caused the 
crash, what was the matter? 
Twenty times the Hindenburg 
had crossed the North Atlantic. 


At Washington officials and 


Dr. Hans Luther, the German 
ambassador, opened inquiries, 
three possible causes—all, how- 
ever, relating to the highly in- 
flammable hydrogen used in 
the German zeppelins — were, 
outlined by the ship's designer 
and pilot on numerous voyages, 
Dr. Hugo Eckener. 
^ 


"I should say that if this 


disaster was caused by sabot- 
age," said Dr. Eckener, who 
was in Austria on a speaking 
trip, "only the'firing of a burn- 
ing bullet into the bags . . . 
could have accomplished it. 
That seems highly unlikely." 


Started Near Stern. 


Commander Kosendahl, com- 


mandant at the naval station, 
said the fire originated at or 
near the stern of the ship 
about 5:25 p. m., c. s. t. 


The identification of dead 


was difficult. The ship's mani- 
fest was destroyed. Zeppelin 
officials were in frequent com- 
munication 
with 
Germany, 


checking last minute changes 
in the passenger lists. Reser- 
vations had been made .for 39 
persons,' but company officials 
said only 36 were aboard, and 
31 members of the crew. 


Moritz Feilbusch of San Fran- 
cisco, one of the victims was first 
listed as being from Lincoln. Later 
reports corrected this. 


United States troops guarded the 
ash-strewn ruins of the airship— 
the first of the Zeppelins to carry 
a commercial passenger to death. 
Senator Copeland, chairman of the 
committee on commerce, said one 
of the purposes of the govern- 
ment's inquiry was to determine 
if sabotage brought the disaster.

"Something strange caused that 
tragedy," said Gill Robb Wilson, 
state aviation director, announcing 
immediate federal and state in- 
vestigations.

Many Critically Injured. 


In the crowded hospitals in the 
communities 
neighboring 
this 
hamlet in the pine covered New 
Jersey coastal plain, many of the 
survivors were in critical condi- 
tion, a number suffering from ex- 
cruciating burns. 
Some were so 
gravely injured, among them Capt. 
Ernest Lehmann, that the last rites 
of the Roman 
Catholic 
church 
were 
administered 
to 
them. 
Lehmann, skipper of the ship's 
1936 flights, made the ill fated 
flight as an observer. Capt. Max 
Pruss, the commander, was listed 
among the injured survivors. 
Storms and buffeting headwinds 
had delayed the slim, graceful ship 
far behind her schedule for the 
maiden trip, and she nosed down 
in the early evening to keep the 
unexpected rendezvous 
with dis- 
aster. 


She had been due to tie up at 
the mooring mast at 5 a. m. (e. s. 
t.) but radioed 
that 
the 
bad 
weather had retarded her speed so 
much that she would land around 
sunset. 


After cruising down over New 
York's crowded streets in the af- 
ternoon, she hove into sight at the 
air station here at 3:12 p. m., but 
landing conditions were not favor- 
able and she circled around idly in 
full view of the small crowd of 
spectators who had assembled for 
what was to be a routine hurry up 
arrival and departure. 


Delayed by a Storm. 


A rain storm 
came up 
and 


whipped across the 
field 
and 


Captain Pruss decided to ride it out 
to make sure of most favorable 
landing conditions. 
Rain was still falling lightly 
when she headed into the mooring 
circle shortly after 6 o'clock, nos- 
ing down gracefully and with nice 
precision. 


The ground crew of sailors, sol- 
diers and marines moved out onto 
the field to handle her landing 
ropes.

Hindenburg disaster recalled that 
only two days ago a man with 
an apparent mania against air- 
craft fired a bullet into the oil 
tank of a plane flying over this 
town—45 miles from Lakehurst. 
The unidentified sniper telephoned 
Clifton airport that 
he would 
shoot at any plane that passed 
within range of his property. Pilot 
George Ray managed to land his 
plane safely after the oil was ex- 
hausted. 


Theories on Cause of HindenJburg 


Crash Vary From Static Electricity 


to Flame From a Diesel Engine

What caused the crash of the 


"Hindenburg ? 
Dr. Hugo Eckener, the airship's 
designer — "I should say that if 
this 
disaster 
was 
caused 
by 
sabotage, only the firing of a 
burning bullet into the bags could 
have accomplished it. That seems 
highly unlikely." 
Dr. Eckener, in Austria, out- 


lined three possible causes. 
"1. When the ship is lowered, 


some hydrogen usually in released. 
This free hydrogen in the air 
might have been sufficiently con- 
centrated to be ignited by lightning 
or by a spark. It would not neces- 
sarily have to be a great flash of 
lightning; perhaps it wasn't even 
aeen by observers. 


"2. When 
landtag-, the water 
ballast is released from the tanks, 
the earth, might have served as 
A stream of water, connectingf with 
an electrical conductor to bring a 
spark up from the ground. It is

of mass, the law of constant com- 
position, atomic weights, chemical 
formulas, valence, crystalline state, 
mechanism of chemical reactions, 
radiant energy and nuclear reac- 
tions. 
He described these ad- 


vancements as fundamental and 
cited progress in other fields of 
chemistry, 
including 
important 


new solvents and plastics, dye- 
stuffs 
and indicators, synthetic 


rubbers, vitamins and hormones.

meeting in the morning were bi- 
ology and earth science. In the 
. afternoon, 
biology, 
chemistry, 


earth science, m a t h e m a t i c s , 
physics and social science sections 
met, and the junior division of the 
Nebraska section of the A. A. A. S. 
also convened. 


Older Parents Better? 


In a talk before the biology sec- 


tion in the afternoon, Elaine M. 
Cruise of the university told of re- 
search in which she found that 
older persons are more apt to be- 
get 
intelligent 
children 
than 


younger parents. 
Her study bore 


out previous research which indi- 
cated that the trend •was toward 
greater brilliance in children as 
the age of parents increased. 
Dr. James M. Reinhardt, asso- 


ciate professor of sociology, at the 
university, discussed the effect of 
unemployment on individuals be- 
fore the social science section Fri- 
day afternoon. 


In the course of his study of un- 


employed individuals, Dr. Rein- 
hardt found that as the result of 
prolonged destitution and lack of 
work, a few become 'criminals, 
others sought shelter behind real 
or imaginary organic ills; two de- 
veloped 
definite 
psychoses, one 


committed suicide, others showed 
signs of partial recovery with the 
temporary return of opportunity, 
while some developed rebellious 
attitudes toward the social system 
as a whole, including the agencies 
of relief. He found that one person 
became partially well because of 
a son's success in the university. 
"In all cases, however, the 


breakdowns could be 
definitely 


associated with exter: ' situations 
>vhich resulted in spjoific block- 
ings of the individual's expansion 
in terms of socially approved 
goals," declared Dr. Reinhardt. 
"Since in a crisis the individual's 
personal values inhere in a cultural 
system 
which he cannot alter 
alone, he often IB forced to restore 
an inner equilibrium of personality 
by abnormal behavior." 


Weed Distribution. 


The distribution of weeds among 
cultural plants follows no definite 
pattern, said Elva L. Morris of the 
University of Nebraska 
in 
her 
talk on "Weed Populations in Re- 
lation to Cultural Practice," be- 
fore the biology sectional meeting 
Friday morning. In her study, soil 
samples of definite 
areas were 


taken in the 
experiments con- 
ducted from 1934 to 1936. Each 
year 100 fields were surveyed. 
Crop rotation, the study revealed, 
causes no marked fluctuation in 
the prevalence of the 
various 


species of •weeds, tho some weeds 
do flourish better in certain crop 
fields. 


Spread of Maize. 


Trie greater 
strength 
of the 


complex in the southwest supports 
the theory, she said, that the intro- 
duction of maize into the arid sec- 
tions 
of 
southwestern 
United 
States 
preceded that 
into the 


southeast. Miss Regdon believes 
that maize •was cuthvated for a 
long enough time before the com- 
ing of the white man that the 
plant had been adapted to various 
natural environments. 


Gold Imports. 


"Gold imports since January, 


1934, 
have exceeded four and one- 


half billion dollars, which raises 
the gold stock of the United States 
to the highest level in our his- 
tory," said Dr. E. A. Gilmore, Jr., 
of the department of ecoonmics at 
the University of Nebraska, at the 
Friday afternoon social science 
meeting. "The main cause of gold 
imports was an artificial lowering1 
of the value of the dollar in terms 
of other currencies. Gold imports 
account for about 33 percent of 
the total, expansion of deposits 
since 1934 and for all of the pres- 
ent surplus reserves of our bank- 
ing1 system." 


The expansion of the loans and 
investments of the banking sys- 
tem, 
consisting in large measure 


of government bonds, accounts for 
approximately 6 percent of the 
total deposit expansion. The per- 
centage increase in deposits has 
exceeded the probable increase in 
the volume of business and is 
largely responsible for the 20 per- 
cent rise in prices since 1934. In- 
creases in the rate of turnover as 
recovery proceeds may require an 
actual decrease in total deposits if 
further large price rises are to be 
avoided. This implies not only a 
balanced budget but substantial 
government debt retirement in 
the near future." 
Following the sectional meetings 
in the afternoon, there was to be 
an informal reception on the mez- 
zanine floor at the Lincoln. The 
annual banquet of the Academy is 
scheduled for 6 p. m. Friday, when 
Dr. C. J. Shirk of Nebraska Wes- 
leyan university will 
speak 
on 
"Factors in the Destiny of Man." 
There will be a general session in 
the ballroom at 8, when Dr. L. E. 
Melchers, head of the department 
of botany and plant pathology at 
Kansas State college will speak 
on "Life and Scenes Along1 the 
Nile." 


A number of addresses, of keen 


interest to chemists but somewhat 
too technical for the average lay- 
man, 
were given at the meeting of 


the Chemistry section Friday aft- 
ernoon. 
Fourteen University of 


Nebraska scientists participated in 
talks and demonstrations. At the 
Earth Science sectional meeting in 
the afternoon there were a num- 
ber of interesting addresses. They 
varied from a discussion of the 
proposed shelter belt to an ad- 
dress on prehistoric drouths in the 
central great plains. 


Math Requirements. 


The amthematics section was 


opened Frida yafternoon by a dis- 
cussion on "Reasons for Reducing 
Offerings In Mathematics In Fa- 
vor of Other Subjects, Especially 
In the Smaller High Schools," by 
Principal Mardis of Lincoln high 
school. This was followed by dis-

squarely the prospect of having 
mathematics 
requirements 
cut 
down in the high schools, espe- 
cially in the smaller ones. The re- 
mainder of the 'afternoon

taken up •with technical addresses. 


In the physics section, 
the 
scientists got down to brass tacks 
with explanations of how to con- 
struct 
certain 
equipment. 
For 
example, D. L. Jorgensen of the 
University of Nebraska talked on 
simple construction of a Geiger- 
Muller counter, and Chris P. Reim 
of Tork college told how to con- 
struct a Milne type seismograph. 
Keim recently, 
completed con- 


struction of such a seismograph, 
with the aid of a student, from 
such materials as guitar strings, 
tin cans and parts of clocks. He 
hopes the federal government will 
make York a seismograph station. 


Junior Division. 


The junior division of the Ne- 
braska section of the A. A. A. S., 
sponsored by the high school se_c- 
tion, met at Avery hall and wit- 
nessed a series of demonstrations, 
exhibits and reading ol papers by 
high school science students from 
the six districts in the state.

HERE 30 YEARS AGO 


Theatrical Man Began as 


Operator in a Nickel 


Movie House. 


Thirty years ago Friday Bob 


Livingston, manager of the Capi- 
tol theater, came to Lincoln from 
Toledo, O-, to operate the machine 
in the Elite theater, Lincoln'* first 
exclusive moving: picture house. 


"I'd like to stay in the business 


another 40 years," said Living- 
ston, "that would males me only 74 
years old because I'm claiming to 
be only 34 years old now." 


The Elite theater, ' a 
nickel 
theater, was operated by N. Amos 
and was located on O between 
13th and 14th street in the loca- 
tion now occupied by the Fread- 
rich Bros, store. 


"It was only a tiny place," iaid 
the movie house manager, "with 
a false floor and folding chairs 
enough to accomodate 350 people." 


Livingston operated the projec- 
tion machine there 
for 
a few 


weeks and then 
took 
over the 


management of the theater for two 
years. The Elite No. 2 was started 
and he took charge of it. He later 
became manager 
of 
the Acme 


Amusement Co., which operated 
all the Lincoln theaters, the Won- 
derland, which later became the 
Strand, the Lyric and the Orph- 
eum. 
Moving pictures have always 


appealed the most to Livingston 
altho he took charge of the new 
Orpheum before it was built and 
operated it on the jregular two a 
day Orpheum circuit. He later 
managed the Oliver theater for 
road attractions. Livingston man- 
aged the Strand, which he had 
purchased, until 1933 when he 
closed the house and took* over the 
Capitol theater.

passed in 1935, and also the recent 
law passed 
by the unicameral 


legislature. Judge Frost indicated 
that in granting moratorium stays, 
he would make them to run to 
March 1, 1938, saying he hoped 
conditions would by that tune be 
better. 


Judge Frost further said there 
had been a great deal of literature 
on the moratorium subject in de- 
cisions in a number of states. He 
referred specifically to the ruling 
of the Texas supreme court, where 
the opinions of the court and two 
commissions which sit 
with it, 


were unanimous in declaring the 
Texas law unconstitutional. In 
most cases it was conceded that 
the moratorium laws impair con- 
tracts. Justice Hughes reasoning 
in the Minnesota case was some- 
what different. Attorneys for the 
trust company in the case before 
Judge Frost 
contended that it 


violated 
the 
state constitution 


•which prohibits impairment of 
contract, as well as being1 a viola- 
tion of the federal constitution. 
The present law is operative until 
March 1, 1939.

that Schlytern had said he was 
interested in becoming the re- 
ceiver or some officer of the 
company, and asked if he would 
testify, as to his character and 
reputation; that he called Schly- 
tern by telephone after learning 
of his affidavit; that Schlytern 
said the attorney who prepared it 
had gone too far, and that as he 
understood the matter, the affi- 
davit •was for the purpose of hur- 
rying the judge in making some 
decision in the case. 


John S. Logan, attorney for 
the department, filed a memoran- 
dum brief in support of the objec- 
tions. He says the decisions make 
it clear that disqualifications exists 
only by virtue of statute, and 
where these reasons do not ap- 
pear, the judge should not excuse 
himself from participating in the 
case. The state supreme court has 
expressly held that unless disqual- 
ified by statute, the judge is under 
a legal duty to serve and should 
not disqualify himself for reasons 
of courtesy or fancied improprie- 
ties. 


Mr. Logan says the only pos- 


sible contention that can be made 
in the case at bar is that by reason 
of his official and pecuniary con- 
nection with a company engaged 
in the same line of business, there 
must be some bias or prejudice in 
the mind of the court adverse to 
the relief sought. No such con- 
clusion, he argues, follows as a 
matter of logic or reason, and as 
a pure proposition of law" is clearly 
unfounded and without substance. 
The interest which will disqualify 
a judge must be a present and 
pecuniary interest as distinguished 
from merely a possible or contin- 
gent interest. A fancied bias or 
prejudiced not so grounded will 
not disqualify. He concludes with: 


"There can be no suggestion In the 
case at bar that tho presiding judge has 
a. direct pecuniary interest in these pro- 
ceedings. Any suggestion or disqualifica- 
tion made in this case la purely mere- 
tricious, and can only have for its -pur- 
pose an attempt to Influence the trial 
court. Any suggestion of dlsquallflcatoln 
of the Judge is testimony of the attempt 
on the part of the purported invcnors 
to inject themselves in this controversy 
and to direct its course. The tactics of the 
intervcnors oucht not to be condoned or 
encouraged. The judge should carry out 
his legal duties, and should continue to lit 
and participate In this cause." 


Later Mr. Schlytern filed an- 
other affidavit in which he avers 
that that portion of the affidavit 
in which Mr. Putney stated that 
Schlytern said he was interested 
in becoming receiver is untrue, and 
that he never asked that he testify 
as to his character and reputation;

FALSE CHAR6EJIO CRUELTY 
Husband's Belief Makes It 


No Ground for Divorce. 
In a divorce, action, a husband's 


accusation that his wife is guilty 
of misconduct, even tho "it was 
in fact false," is not a sufficient 
basis for a charge of cruelty 
against the man if his declaration 
was made in good faith, the su- 
preme court ruled. 
Rose Clough of Fremont sought 
to overturn a Dodge county dis- 
trict court decree granted her 
husband, Edwin. She complained 
she was entitled to the divorce 
decree because 
of the 
"false" 
charge 
of 
misconduct 
m a d e 
against her by the husband. Also, 
she believed the alimony was in- 
adequate and erroneously com- 
puted. 


The supreme court preferred to 
leave the trial judge's decision un- 
disputed, principally 
because he 


had the "opportunity to both see 
and hear the witnesses as they 
testified." A section of his mem- 
orandum opinion, in which he said 
the charge was false, was quoted 
as follows: 


"The 
circumstances tvere such that Mr. 
Clough had a right to believe that his 
charges were true, altho not proven to 
the satisfaction of the court, especially 
in view of his physical condition, which 
doubtless caused these 
cirumstanes 
to 
assume greater significance to him than 
to a man with, full physical and mental 
strength."

Tearful German Nation Shocked 


by Disaster and Unofficial Hint 


of Sabotage Is Made by Several 


BERLIN, UP). A shocked and 


tearful German nation summoned 
an official commission Friday for 
a quick trip of investigation over- 
seas to fix the cause of the tragic 
Hindenburg disaster, yet rallied 
amid the deepest mourning to fol- 
low "the same path" of aerial trail 
making. 


The nazi air ministry called an

early afternoon conference of offi- 
cials of the Zeppelin Construction 
company, the Zeppelin airlines 
and the German Institute of Aero- 
nautical Research to decide the 
personnel of the commission that 
•will speed by plane and ocean 
liner to Lakehurst. 
The G e r m a n people, from 


Reichsfuehrer Adolf Hitler and 
Dr. Hugo Eckener down to the 
poorest workman in the stunned 
and tearful knots that gathered in 
the streets, were plunged into pro- 
found and amazed grief. 
Dr. Eckener arrived by airplane 


from Vienna and went immedi- 
ately to the air ministry. 
The veteran zeppelin builder in- 


dicated the Graf Zeppelin, now a 
scheduled trans-Atlantic air liner 
to South America, may not fly 
again until she can be filled with 
noninflammable helium. 
When a reporter reminded him 
that he had said in Vienna that 
helium should be used exclusively, 
Dr. Eckener interrupted, "Helium 
—nothing- but helium." 
But when he was asked, "Does 
this mean future trips of the Graf 
must wait until helium can be 
obtained?" Dr. Eckener answered: 


"Yes, but I cannot say anything 


about our future schedule until I 
have talked with the air ministry 
and our company officials." 


Offices of the Zeppelin company 


tainly what effect the disaster will 
have on future flights of the Graf 
said it was too early to say cer- 
Zeppelin, due at Frankfort Satur- 
day on a crossing from South 
America. 


Some at Frankfort-On-Main, the 


burned zeppelin's home city, stood 
beneath half staffed flags to won- 
der of "sabotage." 


"What else could it be?" they 
asked. 


Rushing to Berlin from Austria, 


Dr. Eckener, designer of the Hin- 
denburg, cried real tears, but 
urged the use of helium, which 
Germany lacks, to float the reich's 
lighter than air craft anew. 


He spoke, too, of veiled and 


anonymous threats of trouble if 
the Hindenburg landed in Amer- 
ica this year, but said they were 
the work of "cranks." 
Eckener will be on the commis- 


sion of inquiry which is expected 
to hasten by plane to Cherbourg, 
thence on the Europa to the 
United States. 
Given the first sketchy reports, 


Dr. Eckener said, "It might havi 
been sabotage." 


"There can be several reasons 


for the wreck," he explained. "The 
reports are still too indefinite to 
make any announcement." 


He said he would leave immedi- 
ately for Friedrichshafen, where 
the zeppelin docks are located. 
"We have r e c e i v e d several 
anonymous warnings of possible 
efforts to damage the ship," the 
doctor added. "One mysterious 
warning told us not to attempt 
landing in America. Every pre- 
caution was taken, but the only 
rational conclusion was that the 
veiled threat came from cranks." 


Meanwhile, Germany officially 


vowed an unfaltering pursuit of 
lighter than air navigation. The 
nation was shocked. A rigid cen- 
sorship was imposed on press 
accounts of the disaster. 
The veteran Eckener, who has 
been on an automobile tour in 
Austria, told newspaper men: 
"I always insisted airships are 
safe only with helium, ever since 
the English dirigible crashed in 
France five years ago." 
He turned to the future: 
"I will go ahead with construc- 


tion of dirigibles and send them 
around the globe. 
"The new German zeppelin (sis- 


ter ship of the Hindenburg now 
under construction) will be filled 
with helium if we can get it from 
America," he declared.

LAKEHURTS, N. J.—I was run- 
ning like mad to get some movies 
of the landing and the big zep- 
pelin was nosing down toward the 
mooring mast, ropes lowered. The 
front end of the zep was excep- 
tionally low, the tail high—a 
steeper 
landing than she took 
when I rode in her from Akron to 
Seville, Spain, in 1933. 
Then I 
saw a stream of fire, shoot hack- 
ward over the top of the bag. It 
was followed closely by a terrible 
explosion, and then the zeppelin 
broke out in a mass of flames, so 
quickly and completely it took my 
breath away. 
From a distance of 300 feet I 
saw a man hurl himself from a 
window of the ship, drop to the 
ground, get up limping and brush 
himself off. I was taking a movie 
of it, and yet I could hardly believe 
my eyes. 
I ran over to the spot and in- 
troduced myself to Joseph Shahs, 
a German acrobatic jumper. 
"How on earth did you do it ?•" 
I asked. 
"I don't know," he said, feeling 


of himself to see if he really was 
all there. "Whew, am I lucky, riot 
a. scratch." 
He said that he had heard a 
small explosion in the ship preced- 
ing the big one and that he had de- 
cided to jump for it despite the 
obvious risk. I have never before 
and probably never will again see 
a jump like that to hard ground. 
Then I saw a young woman run- 
ning toward the blazing craft, 
screaming. "My father is in there," 
she yelled. 
A German in a leather jacket 
rushed toward her. They em- 
braced, laughed and cried. 
The 
German—I did not get his name— 
was a passenger on the Hinden- 
burg. The flames had burned the 
back of his jacket off, but he was 
unharmed, only singed. 
These were 
cheerful 
notes 
among all that was horrible. The 
fire equipment rushed out by the 
navy got to the spot instantane- 
ously and worked efficiently. 
I 
saw bodies laid out systematically 
as they were pulled from the 
wreckage. I don't know how many 
of them were alive or dead. 
The explosion and the succeed- 


ing metal melting flame was the 
worst sight of all. I saw several 
bodies blown into the air as the 
ship burst with a force that shook 
the earth under my feet. 
I and my son, Harvey, were to 
have taken the ship on its return 
flight to Europe to attend the cor- 
onation in England. That is off 
now, 
and so is any trip on any 
zeppelin. I thought them about 
the safest way to travel once, but

Shocked 
by the Hindenburg disaster, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt requested he be 


kept informed of development* in 
the explosion that wrecked the 
German dirigible at 
Lakehurst, 
N. J. Immediately upon learning 
of the tragedy Thursday night, the 
president, from his vacation yacht 
Potomac off Port Aransas, dictated 
messages of sympathy to the Ger- 
man people and the families of the 
victims. To Adolf Hitler, German 
chancellor, at Berlin, he sent a 
radiogram saying: "I have just 
learned of the disaster to the air- 
ship Hindenburg and offer you 
and the German people my deep- 
est sympathy for the tragic loss 


of life which resulted from this 
unexpected and unhappy event." 
In a separate public statement, he 
said: 


"I am distressed to hear of the 
tragedy of the Hindenburg, and 
extend my deep sympathy to the 
families of the passengers, officers 
and crew who lost their lives." 
This was the second disaster to 
happen on successive trips away 
from Washington by the chief 
executive.

picket movie theater*. The boy- 
cott is a vicious weapon. It Is best 
not employed. Any action which 
punishes exhibitors 
for poosible 


sins of producers is unfair and 
unjust. The C. X. O. is completely 
out of order with its 
boycott 


promise. 


When Sally Rand was adver- 


tised for an appearance at Elmira, 
N. Y., a board of police censors 
was called to inspect her costume. 
The announcement of her appear- 
ance had aroused a flood of protest 
from clergymen and social work- 
ers. The surprise came when the 
board of censors announced her 
costume adequate. Of course the 
censors could not guarantee that 
the costume worn in the preview 
would be used in the actual per- 
formance. 


A survey of both houses of 


congress shows that three out of 
every five representatives and ap- 
proximately four out of every five 
senators are lawyers. The num- 
ber of lawyers in the house is 262 
and of the 96 senators, 80 are 
lawyers. In the legislatures of the 
different states one out of every 
four members is a lawyer, or to 
be more accurate, 24 percent have 
been admitted to the bar. With 
such a striking preponderance of 
legal talent 
in the lawmaking 


bodies of the nation, it is surpris- 
ing that so much of their product 
has been defective. 


Reports indicate a growing dis- 


content among workers in nazi 
Germany. But Hitler's grip is still 
firm and nothing is expected from 
the discontent felt by one group 
or class. 
The dictator governed 


countries are not much disturbed 
by 
discontent in the various 


groups or classes, as long as it is 
not general or organized. The dic- 
tator keeps a firm hand on the 
army and as long as he has the 
armed forces of the nation at his 
command, there is little that can 
be done to break his oppressive 
rule. Protests by groups, so ef- 
fective in democracies, may carry 
no weight whatsoever in a dic- 
tatorship. 


The revolt 
at 
Barcelona has 


been the most serious setback the 
government has experienced for 
weeks. It 
has necessitated the 


withdrawal of troops from the de- 
fense to bring order to the Cata- 
lonian city. The government needs 
all the troops it can spare. The 
men sent to Barcelona will be 
sadly missed. 
Barcelonians 
are 


sick of war and slaughter. Their 
discontent is more with the war 
than with the existing regime. 
They may be prime movers in an 
action which will bring about a 
prompt end to the struggle, by 
causing the defeat of the side 
with which they have long been 
Identified. 


The danger that the Hindenburg 


disaster might develop into an in- 
ternational incident was 
recog- 


nized at once and every effort 
made to avoid this development. 
There was some trouble last year 
when taxpayers complained that 
the German transportation com- 
pany was getting service at this 
end of the run far below the cost 
to the United States government 
but that dispute was ironed out 
to the apparent satisfaction of all 
concerned. Yet any accident in a 
foreign land breeds distrust 
at 


home and complete publicity on all 
details of the accident is very 
urgent, especially 
in 
Germany 


where Hitler's censors may for 
private reasons attempt to sup- 
press details. 


It is announced that those who 


appeared before the senate civil 
liberties committee, investigating 
mob rule by officers of the law 
in the Kentucky mining' regions, 
are looking: for new homes. Th«y 
are afraid to fo back to Kentucky. 
One of them is quoted as cayin 
-We would be killed for telling 
how the co*l operators used their 
gunmen to break up the miners' 
union." Even the deputy sheriff 
who was attacked 
and seriously 


wounded by other deputy sheriffs 
will leave that state. He explained 
the reason for this move. "Those 
company deputies would get me if 
I went back," ht said. Th« com- 


mittee has announced that any aN 
tack on witnesses called by this 
committee would be regarded as 
a federal offense to be tried in the 
federal court. It i« alleged that 
the coal companies there have 
maintained a small army of deputy 
sheriffs on their payroll. Law en- 
forcement 
by officers 
privately 


paid is rarely satisfactory. Ken- 
tucky is not the only state where 
that practice is common. Even in 
Lancaster 
county some special 


deputy sheriffs employed for a 
specific purpose are privately paid. 


ANOTHER AIK DISASTER. 
Another major disaster has been 


added to the tragedies that have 
attended man's efforts to navigate 
the air. 
While almost t completing 


a landing at Lakehurst, after a 
voyage attended by delay because 
of storm, the Hindenburg was rent 
by a series of explosions and 
plunged to the ground, with its 
passengers. 
The ship 
was in 


flames when it struck near the 
mooring mast and rescue work 
was retarded 
by the flames. A 


third of its passengers and crew 
perished. 


The Hindenburg was the largest 


lighter than air ship in the world. 
It had made many voyages safely, 
without serious mishap or un- 
looked for delays. It had been de- 
layed in arrival by storm at sea, 
and it approached its mooring in a. 
rainstorm. What happened has not 
been made clear, but from 
the 


testimony of eye witnesses it is a 
fair assumption that the fire was 
started by an electrical discharge 
from the storm cloud. Explosions 
followed and in a few minutes the 
once great carrier was reduced to 
a skeleton of steel and charred 
materials. 


Germany has led the worldt in 


the use of dirigibles. It has been 
more successful with lighter than 
air navigation than any other na- 
tion. It has had fewer major ac- 
cidents to its great ships and it has 
made more use of such ships than 
any other nation. 


Just what lesson is to be learned 


from this major crash of an air 
carrier is not yet clear. Whether 
the 
accident 
could 
have been 


avoided cannot be said now. Pos- 
sibly when the evidence of eye 
witnesses 
and experts can be 


taken and the facts assembled 
something may come out of the 
accident that can be utilized to 
prevent like crashes in the future. 


Man learns by trial and error. 


That has been the history of all 
progress, as well as in. the effort 
to conquer, the air. Air travel will 
be retarded by this disaster to 
the Hindenburg, but it will not be 
stopped. Other ships will be built. 
Improvements will be made. Navi- 
gators will profit by experiences 
gone thru, but air travel will con- 
tinue and the lessons learned by 
experience will be turned to good 
account. 


AN ENGLISH OPINION. 


The amazing contradictions of 


policies and the rapid reversals of 
administration programs have kept 
in mental turmoil most of those 
who have attempted to follow with 
intelligence and the exercise of 
reason the course of the president, 
and the contagion' has spread 
abroad. 
The financial house of 


Silverston & Co., of London, in a 
recent bulletin, expressed its won- 
derment over the kaleidoscopic 
changes here, but it is a little more 
frank in its diagnosis of the situa- 
tion. It prefaces what it has to 
say about the American situation 
by saying that it has kept silent 
because of the fact that it had 
troubles at home to look after, but 
now that the president is attempt- 
ing to make rules for the world, 
it is at liberty to say what 
it 


thinks. 


The comment, caustic and 


pointed, was occasioned by the 
recent 
pronouncement of 
Mr. 


Roosevelt that metal and commod- 
ity prices, which he had been try- 
ing to raise, were too high. Here 
at home the impression has pre- 
vailed that the president is more 
interested in having his own theo- 
ries work out than in restoring 
normal business conditions, and 
this English commentator 
ex- 


presses the same idea in these 
words: 


"Mr. Roosevelt is a brilliant pol- 


itician, but as an economist he is 
sufficiently misguided or misin- 
formed, to imagine that because 
he has the greater part of the 
American people behind Mm he 
can alter the fundamental laws of 
supply and demand to the point 
where world prices will 
adjust 


themselves to his edicts. He failed 
to reform his own country into re- 
covery; it looks as tho he intends 
to gain his revenge in an attempt 
to reform it out of prosperity." 


That segment of the American 


people who approve in advance 
anything the president does have 
r«i«nte<l domestic criticism of the 
vacillations of the administration 
and have sought \o make it appear 
that all of these are actuated by 
partisan feeling. 
Now that they 


hav« the opinion of an English 
authority, they should be more in- 
clined to believe there is ground 
for these criticisms. To quote fur- 
ther: "We are frankly 
puzzled 


over these disturbing, periodical 
pronouncements from Washington. 
We should like to feel that they 
w«r» the result of deep and earnest 


thought, the summarizing of great 
wisdom, gained from experience. 
But they are so blatantly offen- 
sive, so obviously directed at cer- 
tain 'interests,' and made with ex- 
tended fingers and an eye on the 
mass vote." 


REFtTNDlNG TAXES. 


The aviation fuel tax 
refund 


bill, which the governor has ve- 
toed, was built on an unsound pre- 
mise. 
It was advanced on the 


theory that the state could attract 
the aviation industry by offering 
special inducements. That ia only 
partially true. 
The state might 


encourage industry by methods of 
this kind, only to lose the industry 
the minute some competitor of- 
fered some other more shiny in- 
ducement. 


The tax paid on aviation fuel 


does not run into a large sum. If 
aviation industries get fair treat- 
ment in other respects, the few 
dollars which they must pay out 
extra each month for tax on their 
fuel is not going to hurt them or 
drive them away. 
Any industry 


which flits about to whatever state 
offers tax free gasoline for air- 
planes, is going to pay out a great 
deal for fuel in the moving process. 


It is true that the airplanes do 


not use the roads. Neither do farm 
tractors. If there is any industry 
in Nebraska that needs encourage- 
ment it is agriculture. Yet tractor 
fuel has not been tax free in the 
past, in spite of the fact that the 
tractors do not wear out the high- 
ways which are built with gas tax 
^funds. If the legislature "is going 
to make fuel tax concessions to 
encourage industry in Nebraska, 
•why not remove it from auto and 
tractor fuels. 
Then perhaps the 


great automobile industry and the 
tractor industry will hie them- 
selves to Nebraska. Don't believe 
it, eh? The argument in the case 
of aviation is quite as good as in 
the case of other industries. Ex- 
emption of the fuel of the Lincoln 
made motor scooters might en- 
courage that industry also. 


The legislature may have been 


moved by a desire to aid aviation. 
States and cities have been aiding 
aviation for ever so long. 
The 


legislature gave the state an avi- 
ation 
commission 
which 
is 


equipped with a cabin plane and 
which made a report on the fatal 
aviation accident near Burwell a 
few weeks ago. Now the legisla- 
ture wants to give the industry a 
refund on its gas tax. 


But the governor says no, and 


tax paying citizens, who expect no 
such favors, endorse his stand. 


FOOTNOTES. 


In the face of many obstacles 


the country's foreign trade has 
shown a decided improvement in 
the last few months, says the Bal- 
timore Sun. Both exports and im- 
ports increased 10 percent in 
March as compared with Febru- 
ary. Figures for the first quarter 
of the year give even greater em- 
phasis to this gain. Merchandise 
exports in that period were valued 
at $710,910,000, as against ?575,- 
700,000 in the first quarter of 
1936. while imports for the same 
periods were valued, respectively, 
at $824,869,000 and $578,957,000. 


An even more significant de- 
velopment in this connection has 
been the gradual shifting of our 
external trade to an import basis. 
This has been done without in the 
slightest degree sacrificing any of 
our sales abroad. On the contrary, 
exports have continued to expand, 
tho imports have expanded more 
rapidly. Here we find one of the 
most hopeful signs on our eco- 
nomic horizon, for it is only by 
means of an import balance that 
we can possibly fill our role as a 
creditor nation and at the same 
time 
continue to sell a 
large 


volume of goods abroad. 


Most economists, indeed, 
are 


convinced that only by importing 
more goods than we export can we 
be assured of a fairly long and 
substantial period 
of prosperity. 


Some go so far as to hold that 
dogged insistence unon an export 
balance would lead very soon to 
an economic crash probably more 
disastrous than that of 1929-32. 
Many manufacturers, some labor 
leaders and a few economists have 
vigorously opposed this 
view. 
They have argued and continue to 
argue that if we buy more than 
we sell the competition offered by 
these foreign goods would 
ruin 
business 
and 
force 
countless 


American workers out of their 
jobs. 


Thru the last several months, 


tho fortuitously perhaps, this nar- 
row nationalist view has been put 
to a quite decisive test. 
Since 


last December, at least, we have 
bought more goods than we have 
sold. Our import balance for the 
four months from December to 
March came to $129,000,000. Yet 
business has not been ruined and 
workers have not lost their jobs 
On the contrary, business recovery 
has 
progressed steadily thruout 
this period, most indices approach- 
ing or having already reached 
their 1928-29 levels, while em- 
ployment in manufacturing is now 
back to the 1929 figure. 


That ought to dispose for once 


and for all of the false notion that 
we must "buy American" in order 
to become or remain prosperous. 
Only one suggestion might be 
made here. Our shifting to a net- 
import balance has been largely 
accidental. 
Tomorrow or next 


week or next year might see us 
headed toward another 
unsound 


and dangerous export boom. Now 
that we have practical evidence 
that it will not hurt us we ought, 
as a matter of deliberate policy, 
put our foreign trade permanently 
on an import basis 
That could 


best be rione by a gradual down- 
ward revision of our tariff rates, 
which would be undertaken apart 
and In addition to the 
changes 


that arp being marlp under the 
Hull reciprocity policy. 


MORE OR LESS PERSONAL. 
The state assistance board over 


rode Gov. Cochran twice in recent 
months, by a 4 to 1 vote. The board 
put ifself in the way of the steam 
roller and its duties were taken 
away from it. Its duties were 
transferred to the board of control. 
"The facts are that the governor 
now has •v'ery limited authority and 
his policies have been overridden, 
as the minutes of the board will 
testify,'' Gov. Cochran said in a 
message 
requesting the change 


from the old board to the state 
board of control. 


Atty. Gen. Hunter's activities as 
a member of the present board, 
since he^took office, have been a 
subject of much discussion. One 
story is that this is the beginning 
of a political war, that will go far, 
reaching perhaps to the next sena- 
torial election. 


There is a wide difference of 
opinion among some Lincoln peo- 
ple as to whether the new muni- 
cipal government setup will be an 
improvement over the commission 
form, which has been discarded. 
Advocates of the new plan hold 
that a reasonably good adminis- 
tration by the council elect will 
bring the new form into high 
favor. Those who were opposed 
or were lukewarm to its accept- 
ance, hold that more depends on 
the men elected to govern a city 
than upon the plan of government. 
There may be defects in the plan 
to be tried. If they are not funda- 
mental, they can be cured. Most 
people who considered the plan 
thoughtfully at the time it was 
adopted by popular vote believe 
it will -work well if wisely ad- 
ministered. 


Before the new council can'go 
into action changes in the ordin- 
ances now existing, and relating 
to the management of 
depart- 
ments must be made. The new 
plan 
contemplates the appoint- 


ment of three directors to take 
entire charge of business that in 
the past has been managed by 
five commissioners. Making the 
ordinances conform to the neces- 
sities of the new plan will be the 
first job of the new council when 
it goes into office. 


Following amendment of the or- 


dinances for division of municipal 
departments, the council will then 
confront the task of selecting three 
directors. 
One of these will be 


director 
of accounts 
andf 
fi- 
nances; another will be director 
of public safety and welfare and 
the third will have charge of city 
property and improvements. These 
appointments are important. The 
caliber of the men selected to fill 
these important public jobs will 
largely determine the success of 
the new plan. It is an approach 
to the city manager system. The 
next change attempted perhaps 
will be to the city manager plan. 


The legislature, after rejecting 


the child labor amendment with 
much emphasis, has passed a bill 
that will permit its supporters to 
secure a popular vote on it at the 
next general election in 1938. All 
they need do is to get a petition 
of 10,000 voters properly distri- 
buted around the state. It then 
rests with the members of the 
next unicameral to say •whethei 
they will pay any attention to the 
result, should it be for adoption. 
The child labor people will prob- 
ably be properly grateful for little 
thing's.

with a lawyer. Mr. Stephens has 
come to the conclusion, we pre- 
sume after a search of the records, 
that the federal supreme court 
never did have the power to de- 
clare acts of congress unconstitu- 
tional and that it has merely 
usurped that power. Senator Borah, 
who is admittedly one 
of 
the 
greatest constitutional authorities 
in the country, says the court 
does have such power, and that it 
is inherent in the court for the 
reason that if it lacked such power 
the liberties and immunities of the 
citizen as guaranteed in the con- 
stitution would lack any authority 
to make that guarantee good when 
congress or the president decided 
to suspend or revoke them. We 
believe we shall string along with 
Mr. Borah for a while longer. 


Mayor Butler of Omaha has

rank for Omaha, but that would 
be putting an unjust stigma on the 
people of that city. All of which

just how far they can go in vul- 
garity and indecency before having 
their show closed on them?

Disposal of Old Doctor Dodder. 
During the present session of 


the French legislature there is to 
be introduced a bill to conipol 
professional men and women— 
physicians, 
lawyers, 
architects, 


dentors, engineers—to retire at the 
age of 65 years. The object of the 
proposed law is to make more 
room for the younger members of 
these professions. 
There is no provision in the bill 
to pay government pensions to 
these superannuated ones, and 
naturally a great deal of violent 
opposition will be made by the 
old ladies and gentlemen the law 
would shelve. Members of liberal 
professions in France have to pay, 
in addition to personal property 
and income taxes, a tax called 
"patente," a license tax calculated 
on the fair rental value of the 
space occupied in the practice of 
the profession. One suggestion al- 
ready made by the professional 
people is that this "patente" tax 
be used to establish a fund to pay 
a pension to professional men or 
women who may be forced to re- 
tire. 
In exceptional instances a man 


or woman past 65 years of 
age 
may retain extraordinary vigor of 
mind. I understand there are four 
or five old gentlemen in Washing- 
ton who purport to be right smart 
yet. 
But even so, there is 
no 


great dearth of brains, no serious 
shortage of material for all of the 
professions, and after all, the ven- 
erable ones have had their 
fair 


whack at it. Why shouldn't tfiey 
retire gracefully as befits persons 
of their rage, and give the young 
blood a chance? 
The French bill, however, seems 


pretty severe. Surely if anybody is 
to be compelled to retire on attain- 
ing an arbitrary age limit, 
the 
state should at least pension him. 
As soon as we can work out a 


satisfactory old age pension, one 
that will be adequate to protect 
the aged from deprivation, then 
compulsory retirement from work, 
profession or business should be- 
come part of the law. 
The U. S. government has a 
hard-headed opinion that a man 
who has attained the age of 64 
years is no longer useful in the 
army. He retires then, but with 
a pension. 


In the profession of medicine it 
seems doubtful whether any man 
past 65 years of age is of enough 
importance to retain in practice 
From the age of 65 onward ought 
to be an excellent time for a re- 
tired doctor to do some writing or 
to devote himself to whatever avo- 
cation, hobby or other pursuit he 
has never before been able to fol- 
low as much as he would like.

port from some members of the 
farm bloc. 


The bill creates a division of 


highway safety and patrol in the 
department of roads and irriga- 
tion. 
The state sheriff shall ap- 


point patrol officers and other 
employes. It provides that the di- 
rector shall appoint one or more 
examining officers in each county. 
New applicants for driver license 
must undergo examination. Initial 
license to drive fee is $1 for the 
bienmum, with fee to present 
drivers and renewals 75 cents. 


Not to exceed 2 percent of the 


fund created under the act may 
be used for safety 
educational 
purposes. 
The compulsory 
in- 


spection period is designated as 
March, April and May of each 
year starting with 1938. The in- 
spection fee is not to exceed 25 
cents of which 5 cents shall go 
for administration. 
The patrol shall enforce provi- 


sions of laws regulating the op- 
eration of vehicles on the high- 
ways. There is appropriated fees 
estimated at $200,000 and it is 
expected that this amount will 
permit the hiring of 40 patrol- 
men. 
Applicants for driver license 


will have 90 days after Sept. 1 
within which time to comply. 
The bill contains 22 pages and 
41 sections. 
It provides 
that 
patrolmen shall wear distinctive 
uniforms and badges of authority. 
It does not specify means of loco- 
motion. 


Argue Music Copyrights. 


Much argument centered around 
bill 478, declaring activities of 
organizations such as the Ameri- 
can Society of Musicians, Authors 
and Composers to be unlawful 
monopolies. Five pages of amend- 
ments were presented by Chair- 
man Armstrong of the committee 
on enrollment and review. 
The 


bill is on its way from special 
file to engrossment and third read- 
ing. 


A motion by Senator Dafoe to 


the effect that before it faces the 
final hurdle an opinion as to con- 
stitutionality 
of 
the 
amended 
measure be procured from Legis- 
lative Counsellors TePoel and Van 
Pelt, .prevailed. 
Dafoe promised, 


however, that when the bill comes 
up on final passage, perhaps in 
the forepart of next week, if the 
opinion is not at hand he •will not 
insist on holding the bill up longer. 
Senator Armstrong 
said that 


Milton C. Murphy, of the legisla- 
tive council, had prepared a brief 
showing that the amendments are 
supported by decisions in state 
courts where it has been held that 
while states cannot interfere with 
the individual copyright 
owner, 


they can prevent unlawful use, 
such as joining in a monopolistic 
combination. 


The bill requires that composers 


of music act independently of any 
combination and that price for all 
uses be shown on each piece of 
copyrighted music. It further re- 
quires that one copy of each copy- 
righted piece be filed with the sec- 
retary of state. 


Senator Brady, author of the 
bill, said that other eminent law- 
yers have advised that, in their 
opinions, the bill is" constitutional. 
Dean TePoel held a contrary view 
and allegedly was supported by 
VanPelt. 


"We should wipe out friendship 
and hatred," said Dafoe, "and re- 
member that we took oath to sup- 
port the constitution." 


Some members had taken the 
position that even should 
the 


courts eventually hold the act un- 
constitutional, they may point the 
•way to corrective legislation that 
will be constitution proof. 


Separate Appropriation. 


The legislature had previously 
settled the question of whether any 
portion of driver license fees under 
147 should be available for en- 
forcement of the criminal laws 
under the state sheriff. Altho'the 
governor 
recommended, 
in 
his 


budget, fees to sustain the depart- 
ment, the membership had directed 
that $35,000 of property tax money 
be added to the appropriation bill 
for general law enforcement un- 
der the sheriff. It was the deci- 
sion that the- auto driver should 
not sustain the department except 
as to highway control. How they 
voted on passage of the patrol 
bill:

Brady Creates Stir» 


Senator Brady created one of 


the major "stirs" of the session 
when he brought out his maximum 
3-cent gas tax proposal. He tossed 
a scare into the short ballot camp 
by first seeking permission to at- 
tach his plan as a rider to 60, the 
short ballot bill to be submitted 
to the electors in four parts in 
November 1938. 


Senator Norton, author of 60, 


and other proponents of the short 
ballot 
immediately took 
issue. 


While some are not averse, they 
said, to permitting the electorate 
to pass on the Brady proposal, 
they insist that it stand or fall 
on its own feet and not handicap 
the short ballot. 


"The 
short ballot bill relates en- 
tirely to government," said Nor- 
ton, 
"while Senator Brady's pro- 
posal deals exclusively with reve- 
nue. 
They should be separate." 
Senator 
Diers asked 
if 222, 


aviation exemption bill vetoed by 
the governor, is mixed up in the 
Brady proposal. 
It is. All fuel 


used for purposes other than pro- 
pelling vehicles on the streets and 
highways would be exempt from 
tax. The amendment, if approved 
by the voters, would restrict uses 
of gas tax revenue to streets and 
highways and no other. Brady said 
a 3 cent tax would raise something 
like 14 million dollars during the 
biennium to build and maintain 
roads and meet federal reauire- 
ments. 


He proposes that, if the amend- 
ment is approved, it become ef- 
fective on the first Thursday fol- 
lowing the first Tuesday in Janu- 
ary, 1039. Senator VonScggern 
suggested that there should be re- 
served to the legislature power to 


raise •ufficient revenue for high- 
way purposes. 
The proposal in part: 
"The legislature may impose an 
excise tax on vehicle fuels used 
or consumed solely for the purpose 
of propelling- vehicles upon the 
streets, alleys and public highways 
in an amount not exceeding 3 
cents per gallon. Proceeds of such 
tax to be used exclusively for the 
acquisition, 
construction, 
main- 
t^nance and repair of streets, al- 
leys and public highways." 


An Omaha Dispute. 


The Douglas county delegation 


engaged in another of its frequent 
disputes, this time over No. 481, 
advanced from select file to en- 
grossment. It would enable any 
municipality to make an additional 
levy up to 1% mills for sewer and 
sewage disposal plants. 


Senator Amos Thomas failed in 
his attempt to attach a specific 
amendment requiring a vote of the 
people of the municipality. He lost 
9 to 17. Senator Ernie. Adams, 
also of the Douglas 
delegation, 
said that the amendment would 
render the bill worthless. He is 
chief sponsor of the measure since, 
while general in scope, it is par- 
ticularly 
applicable 
to Benson 
which district he represents. 
He said that a bad situation as 
to sewage exists in Benson and 
that if the entire city of Omaha 
is permitted to vote on a levy, the 
proposal would be rejected thru 
disinterest. 
Methods other than 
this are provided by a law to solve 
such problems. 
Adams declared 
that the annexation 
of Benson 


some 15 years ago was not in ac-' 
cord with' wishes of its citizens. 


Senator Thomas said that since 
the legislation applies to every 
city and town in the state, some 
safeguard should be provided. It 
was stated, in answer, that if a 
law were passed applicable to the 
Omaha situation alone it would 
be held unconstitutional.- 


Advance Security Bill. 


The legislature spent two and a 
half 
hours Thursday 
afternoon 


considering in committee of the 
whole bill 378, which earmarks 
$7,100,000 of the monies collected 
from special taxes for old age as- 
sistance and other projects and 
after amending it in a number of 
respects, advanced 
it to 
third 
reading. 


Most of the time 'was spent in 
debating the Adams amendment, 
voted down Wednesday, but which 
was reconsidered ,on 
motion of 
Gantz, who had been spurred into 
action by telegrams 
from 
the 


county boards of Dawes, Box 
Butte and Sioux counties, who in- 
sisted that their counties cannot 
take care of relief without state 
assistance. 


Too Big a Reduction. 


Frost said that the amendment 


would mean the sum 
available 


would oe cut to 10 millions, 
as 


federal matching would be greatly 
reduced, whereas 16 millions is 
needed to carry the present load 
at present allotment basis. The 
bill will produce less than 13 mil- 
lions. 


On the final vote 
only eight 


members supported Adams' amend- 
ment, and 21 opposed. 
Fourteen 


did not vote. 
The bill sets up a 


certain percentage as a free fund 
to be used to equalize payments, 
and "the amendment would have 
permitted counties to use part of 
their quota for relief, as needed. 


The standing committee amend- 


ment set up 18 percent of the total 
as a free fund, 
but 
under an 


amendment by Nuernberger, this 
was broken down so as to provide 
that 14 percent will be available 
for use by counties and 4 percent 
by the state board of control for 
taking care of certification 
costs 


and cost of distribution of sur- 
plus commodities. 
The bill pro- 


vides that a portion of the free 
fund may be used to supplement 
any regular allotment 
to 
any 


county or any of the assistance ac- 
tivities carried in the bill when 
more funds are needed than the 
regular allotment. The 4 percent 
will also be used, up to $600,000, 
for salaries and expenses involv- 
ing in certification of eligibles or- 
dered by the state-board of con- 
trol with respect to applicants for 
work or assistance 
under WPA, 


NYA, RA or for CCC. 


What Bill Covers. 


The bill as advanced "specifical- 
ly and absolutely" appropriates 


for the use of the state board of 
control acting as 
administrators 


of the old age assistance fund, all 
monies available from motor ve- 
hicle fuels, alcoholic liquor taxes, 
head taxes and such other taxes 
as may later be provided by law, 
the sum of $7.100.000. Any balance 
remaining on June 30, 1939. is to 
go into the general fund of the 
state. 
The state assistance fund for the 
two years beginning next July is 
divided as follows: For salaries 
and expenses of state administra- 
tion, not more than 2 percent of 
the total; for child welfare not 
more than $19,600; for crippled 
children services not more than 
$49,600, and for a free fund 18 
percent, of which 14 percent goes 
to countries and 4 percent is re- 
tained by the state for certifica- 
tion and costs of handling of com- 
modity surpluses furnished by the 
federal government. This free fund 
takes the -place of the 24.52 per- 
cent, set aside at the special ses- 
sion 18 months ago for direct re- 
lief. 


For blind assistance is given not' 
more than 2 percent of the bal- 
ance remaining after deducting the 
above items; at present it is 1.56 
percent. For old age assistance the 
percentage is .raised from 57.27 
percent as now to 72 percent, and 
for aid to dependent children the 
percentage is raised from 15.56 
percent to 26 percent. On these 
last three items the money ap- 
propriated 
and collected is dis- 


tributed and paid to the county 
treasurers 
of 
each 
respective 
county, each in the proportion 
which the total population of each 
county bears to the population of 
the state, in monthly or quarterly 
allotments which need not be equal. 
The county board may take 4 per- 
cent of what it gets to pay admin- 
istration costs. 
The approximate share for each 
activity: 


State administration, Sl-12,000. 
Crippled children, $49,600. 
Child welfare, S19.000. 
Free fund (divided between counties and 


the board of control to fill in gaps In the 
program). $1,240,092. 


Blind assistance, S112.9S6. 
Dependent children, S1.4.68.S20. 
Old age assistance. S4.067,502. 
The federal government is expected to 


supplement the state funds during the next 
two years by about 56,070,000.

gaily waving at the crowd, lined 
the long: lounge windows. 
The spider like web of landing 


ropes snaked down the little trap 
doors in the nose. Men of the 
ground crew grabbed them at the 
wooden crossbars. It was 6:23. 


Then Came Explosion. 


Then came the terrific explosion, 
and brilliant red flames suddenly 
splashed out toward the stern and 
the rudder that bore the fed and 
black nazi swastika. The detona- 
tion tore the ship in half as if it 
were made of paper. The tail 
dropped 
earthward. 
The blunt 


nose bobbed up, hung a moment in 
the air and then crumpled toward 
the field, flames running along its 
sides and its fabric flaking off in 
big chunks. 
Passengers and men of the crew 
were hurled thru the silvered walls 
of the Hindenburg to the sandy 
loam below. The crowd receded in 
a panicky surge to the shouts of 
"run for your lives." Navy men 
dashed into the flaming debris to 
make rescues. 
Collapsing in a tangled mass 


of girders and aluminum beams, 
the ship was torn by a series of 
additional 
explosions, lesser 
in 


force than the first 
shattering 
blast. And the flames roared up 
in a red and yellow wall to en- 
velop the ship that had seemed 
so durable and safe a few short 
minutes before. 
The flames burned well into the 
night, despite the efforts of fire 
departments to quench them. 
Night came down. A steady 
stream 
of 
ambulances 
carried 
away the injured. Badly burned 
bodies were gathered in a hastily 
improvised morgue and the grim 
task of identification begun. 


As this went on passengers for 


the homeward trip of the Hinden- 
burg, unaware of the destruction 
which had overtaken the ship, 
were arriving to embark. Many 
planned to attend the coronation 
and the Hindenburg until Thurs- 
day night represented the fastest

way of getting there if one left 
at the last minute. Stunned, they 
saw the burning wreckage. 


Two Exp'osions in Air. 


Authorities said there were two 


explosions in the air, followed by 
several 
lesser 
ones 
after 
the 


stricken ship settled on the ground 
The lesser explosions were be- 
lieved due to detonating fuel tanks. 
The blasts ripped the ship as if she 
w«re made of paper. 


The first two blasts sent red and 


black flames shooting high into 
the evening sky, but men standing 
under the ship reported they felt 
virtually no concussion. 
The ex- 


plosion's force, however, was felt 
a little further away from the ship, 
those in the ring of spectators 
said. 


Capt. 
Ernest 
Lehmann, 
who 


piloted the ship on most ot its 
trips a year ago, tottered dazedly 
from the wreckage and staggered 
toward an ambulance. 
As the flames 
raced 
forward 


along the fabric toward the pas- 
senger lounge and the control car, 
the navy men of the ground crew 
"dove into the flames like dogs 
after a rabbit," 
State Aviation 


Commissioner Gill 
Robb Wilson 


said in voicing high praise of the 
rescue heroism. 


The force of the explosion hurled 


some passengers from the fabric 
envelope of the ship as it fell and 
threw them stunned on the land- 
ing field. 


Told Run for Lives. 


"Run 
for your lives," was the 
cry 
that 
scattered 
spectators 


when the dirigible took her flam- 
ing death plunge. The navy men 
of the ground crew 
who stood 


their 
ground 
took 
one badly 
burned man from the control car, 
up in the nose of the ship, soon 
after that section struck. 
This 
showed the speed with which the 
fire had raced down the envelope 
from the stern. 


The screams and cries of injured 
in agony were "terrible," the hard- 
ened sailors and marines who did 
rescue work reported. The cloth- 
ing was burned completely off one 
man. Another, blown thru the en- 
velope, was found moaning near 
the smashed airship. 
The survivors and rescue work- 


ers told of the terrific heat which 
followed the explosion and the 
surge of fire. Some of the spec- 
tators and ground crew men said 
they saw figures, apparently mem- 
bers of the crew, leap from the 
control car as it neared the ground. 
When the ' stern settled il! yielded 
badly burned bodies, for here the 
fire was the worst at first. There 
was 
confusion, 
but the 
ground 
crew made the best of the situa- 
tion. 


-Prompt in Rescue Work. 


After a first shout "run for your 
lives," they ran to the ship as fast 
as they had retreated—doing res- 
cue work now instead of mooring. 
Passengers 
and 
crew — those 


who were elsewhere than in the 
blazing stern—jumped. "1 landed 
on my stomach, and crawled 30 
or 40 yards to escape the flames," 
Philip Mongone of New York told 
his two daughters at Paul Kim- 
ball hospital, Lakewood. 


Two stewards and a little cabin 
boy jumped from 
a window— 


saved. 
Murray Becker, an Associated 
Press photographer, said that in 
the twinkling of an eye, "There 
•was nothing left but the skeleton. 
There wasn't much smoke," he 
said. 
"I saw a man walking 


toward me, assisted by two men. 
He had no clothes on. I saw a 
woman 
lying 
on 
a. stretcher. 


There were screams from men 
and women on the field." 


Explosion in Gas Cell. 


An explosion of the No. 2 gas 


cell toward the stern of the ship 
was named as th ecause of the dis- 
aster by State Aviation Commis- 
sioner 
Gill Robb 
Wilson, 
who 


called the Wast "strange." The 
highly inflammable hydrogen was 
billowed into fierce flame as the 
explosion plummeted the ship to 
the field. Ground spectators said 
crew members in the stern of the 
ship "never had a chance" to es- 
cape. 
The disaster struck without the 
least warning. The ship had angled 
her blunt nose toward the mooring 
mast, the spider like landing lines 
had been snaked down from her 
belly and the ground crew had 
grasped the ropes from her nose, 
when the explosion 
roared 
out 


scattering ground crew and spec- 
tators like frightened sheep. 


The passengers, who were wav- 
ing gaily a minute before, from 
the observation windows that slit 
the belly of the dirigible, were so 
stunned they could not describe 
later what happened. Some jumped 
to the sandy landing field along 
with members of the crew. Others 
seemed to have been pitched from 
the careening sky liner as it made 
its death plunge. 


Rescuers Driven Back. 


The heat "drove back wouldbe 


rescuers, so it could not be deter- 
mined for how many the shap 
made a burning tornb. Pire depart- 
ments from nearby communities 
converged on the field and soon 
had streams of water playing on 
the broken airliner. The flames 
still enveloped the outline of the 
ship, apparently feeding on the 
fuel oil supply which the Hinden- 
burg carried for her diesel motors. 


Somewhere in the glowing fur- 
nace were two dogs, 340 pounds of 
mail and the ton of baggage which 
she had aboard. 


Even after the first stunning 
explosion sent the ship crashing, 
additional blasts continued to rend 
the 
Hindenburg's silvery 
bulk. 


Spectators sobbed hysterically at 
the abrupt disaster in which the 
Hindenburg had ended her maiden 
1937 
trip to America. 
Eighteen 
trips had been planned this year. 
• Army trucks and ambulances 
rushed to the tangled, burning 
wreck to succor those who had 
escaped with their lives. The body 
of one woman, presumably a pas- 
senger, was picked up from the 
landing field. 


From his vantage point on the 
ground an Associated Press pho- 
tographer, Murray Becker, gave 
this vivid eye picture: 
"The ship 
burst toward the tail end, near 
the center. 
The tail went down 


first and the nose seemed to hang 
in the air. I ran toward the ship 
and saw it enveloped in flame. In 
a fraction of a second there was 
nothing left but the skeleton. - I 
saw a man walking toward me, 
assisted by two men. He had no 
clothes oh. I saw a. woman on a 
stretcher. 
There were screams 


from men and women 
on 
the 


field."

SENOAHL TRANSMITS 


REPORT ON ACCIDENT 


Too Early to Guess as to 


Reason for Hinden- 


burg: Crash. 


WASHINGTON. (JP>. Commander 


Charles E. Rosendahl, command- 
ant of the Lakehurst air station, 
sent the following report to the 
navy department: 
"The commanding officer of this 
station has communicated to the 
commandant of the fourth naval 
district, navy yard, Philadelphia, 
his immediate superior and to the 
navy department all the known 
information relative to the loss of 
the German airship Hindenburg at 
this station on the afternoon of 
May 6. 
"Briefly summed up the follow- 
ing represents the situation as 
now known. The airship Hinden- 
burg is a total loss from a hydro- 
gen fire Originating: at or near the 
stern of the ship and in the ship 
during the landing operations at 
the naval air station at Lakehurst 
about 6:25 p. m., e. s. t., Thursday, 
May 6, 1937. 
, "The landing- was being con- 
ducted in the normal manner. The 
ship's manila trail rope had been 
dropped to the ground from an 
altitude of about 200 feet and 
there connected to corresponding 
ground ropes used in landing the 
ship. 


"About four minutes after the 
ropes had been dropped a fire ap- 
peared in the after part of the ship 
and worked progressively forward. 
The ship settled to the ground tail 
first and was practically com- 
pletely ablaze for her entire length 
by the time the ground was 
reached. 
"It is impossible at this time to 
assemble the various stories in 
connection with the rescue of the 
personnel of the Hindenburg, but 
it is apparent that there were 
notable cases of rescue work by 
persons in the ship and without 
"The fire burned for several 
hours and was finally extinguished 
completely by means of chemical 
extinguishers and water. 


"According to the best informa- 
tion now available out of the total 
of 97 persons on board 64 escaped 
alive: including in this are 44 
members of the crew of 61 and 20 
passengers out of a total of 36. 
Two of the 20 surviving passengers 
are reported to be seriously in- 
jured. Seven persons of the 97 are 
still unaccounted for. 
"Altho trained airship personnel 
searched the wreckage completely 
upon sufficient cooling of the 
structures- no additional bodies 
were recovered. The search is be- 
ing continued. 


"Of the three airship captains on 
board, Capt. Lehmann and Capt. 
Pruss escaped with bad burns. 
Capt. 
Wittemann 
miraculously 
escaped without the slightest in- 
jury as did a considerable number 
of the crew. 


"Medical assistance was quickly 
available from many sources and 
those injured who could not be 
accommodated at the dispensery at 
this station were taken to nearby 
hospitals. 
The naval air station 
has been closed to all visitors in 
order that the wreckage may be 
retained intact for such official 
investigations 
as 
will 
logically 
follow. 


"At this time the commanding 


officer of this station can not 
definitely state just what form 
such investigations will take but 
it is expected that decisions will 
be reached by the government 
agencies having jurisdiction during 
Friday, May 7. 


"The public is earnestly requested 
not to attempt to visit this station 
until further notice. 
It is mani- 
festly impossible to carry on the 
necessary investigations should the 
public be admitted to the station. 
The press and other public rela- 
tions organizations are being ac- 
corded full opportunity to acquire 
Teneral information. 
"It is entirely too early to 
hazard any guess as to the origin 
of the fire xvhich destroyed the 
ship. The cause of the fire and the 
consequent loss of the ship will of 
course have to be determined by 
the investigating bodies."

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REPUBLICAN PARTY 


NEEDS HEART CHANGE 


Lawrence Says Reorganiza- 


tion Should Repudiate 


Selfishness. 


BY DAVID LAWRENCE. 
WASHINGTON. (Copyright).— 


For several days now there have 
been discussions hereabouts con- 
cerning the future of the repub- 
lican party. Members of the sen- 
ate and house have participated 
in these informal deliberations, but 
the net result has not been to 
bring forth any definite formula 
of action. The underlying questions 
appear to be these: 
1. Shall the republican party 


change Sts name? 
2. Shall a new party be formed 


out of democrats who have broken 
with the new deal and republicans 
who opposed the president's re- 
election-? 
The answers being given to the 
first question are numerous, but 
it is curious that the sentiment 
for a change in name is diminish- 
ing. As for the possible coalition 
with democrats, it is being pointed 
out that the matter is complicated 
by the existence of local county 
organizations which are essential 
to the national party organization 
and which do not wish to ,be swal- 
. lowed up or eliminated in any re- 
organization plan. 
Not being a republican, never 
having voted the ticket or con- 
sidered myself a. follower of its 
doctrines, I perhaps am disquali- 
. fied to discuss what the repub- 
lican party ought to do. But it is 
' important that all those who do 
' not believe in the alleged democ- 
\ racy of the new deal should have 
- an opportunity to express their be- 


liefs thru the medium of a 
party system. 
The real problem is how to de- 
velop a constructive opposition to 
the party .in power, which has so 
much political machinery at its 
disposal thru government 
funds 


party, which at times haa pro- 
fessed a deep interest in the wel- 
fare of the common man, the re- 
publican first had the true touch 
of devotion to the public interest 
and lost it in the name, of political 
patronage and governmental fav- 
ors such as now envelop the new 
deal party and will in due time 
lead also to defeat. 


The republican party has an ex- 
traordinary opportunity. A cross 
section of the 17,000,000 who voted 
the republican ticket last 
fall 
might be asked what they really 
want the republican party to do. 
Surely, 17,000,000 cannot have been 
"economic royalists" or interested 
in treading on the rights and op- 
portunities of their fellow men. 
Seventeen million persons consti- 
tute an enormous part of the elec- 
torate and their co-operation is es- 
sential in making the economic 
system of the country function. If 
they believe in an independent and 
uncontrolled 
judiciary 
and in a 
truly democratic system of gov- 
ernment, as opposed to a fascist 
system, then the new deal—which 
is leaning so strongly toward fas- 
cism nowadays—will find it diffi- 
cult to put their plans for cen- 
tralized government into operation 
because of the protest of such a 
huge minority. 


For several months now there 
has been a studied attempt on the 
part of the president and his fol- 
lowers "to boo out of existence" 
the 17,000,000 voters who regis- 
tered their opposition to the new 
deal. The frequent ridicule of 
Maine and Vermont indulged in 
by new deal speakers, headed by 
Mr. Roosevelt himself, is designed 
to foster the impression that the 
nation voted almost unanimously, 
by 46 to 2, last' autumn to give 
the president the right to do as 
he pleases with everything from 
the supreme court to the smallest 
agency of government. 
The republican party manage- 
ment, on the other hand, has as- 
two sumed that all of the 17,000,000 
who voted the republican ticket 
were republicans. Nor have any 
plans been made to take into the 
opposition ranks the persons who 
now feel that they made a mistake

Dunning'* Resolution. 
| 


In 1780, during ^he revolt of 
the American colonists, there was 
laid before the house of commons, 
sitting as committee of the whole, 
a resolution which summed up in 
the fewest possible words the 
great issue of that day. The reso- 
lution said: 


That It Is necessary to declare that the 
influence of the crtmn has increased, is 
Increasing, and ought to be diminished. 


The resolution was introduced 
by Joseph Tanning in suport of a 
petition from the people of York 
protesting against the excessive 
expenditures and the arbitrary 
government of King George m. 
Tho Lord North, the king's minis- 
ter, opposed Dunning's resolution, 
William Pitt and Charles James 
Fox favored it, and by a vote of 
233 against 215 the house of com- 
mons passed the resolution. 
The resolution must always be 
interesting to Americans because 
it reflected the sentiment in Eng- 
land which made it impossible for 
George HI to use all his powers 
to crush the rebellion. But it has 
a particular interest at this time 
because of the argument which 
Dunning used to parliament in up- 
holding the York petition against 
excessive expenditures: 
Independent ot the great objects which 
the petition recommended to the care and 


ning's resolution into this congress 
as the preliminary to & resumption 
by congress of its authority to say 
how much money the president 
shall spend. It makes compara- 
tively little difference whether con- 
gress cuts the appropiiations 10 
percent or 7 percent, or whether 
it appropriates one billion or one 
billion and a half for relief. What 
does matter is that congress shall 
once again determine by law, that 
the president shall cease to deter- 
mine by his personal and arbitrary 
discretion, how much money shall 
be spent. For in so far as congress 
gives the president a blank check 
to make expenditures as he sees 
fit, his power to punish and to re- 
ward is so great that only heroes 
in congress can use their inde- 
pendent judgment. 
Important as it is to balance 
the budget, it is much more im- 
portant to re-establish the self- 
respecting independence of con- 
gress. For that reason the move- 
ment to retrench has a significance 
far beyond the saving of a few 
hundred million dollars. It is an 
essential, perhaps it is the crucial 
proceeding by which the headlong 
descent Into personal government 
can be stopped.

No doubt it is all very amiable 
and well meaning and is sincerely 
intended to make lif« better for 
the people. But it is personal gov- 
ernment, beyond anything contem- 
plated m our constitution or in 
any other constitution of a free 
people, and it can lead only, like 
all other personal governments in 
the past, from arbitrariness thru 
confusion to tyranny. So close are 
we to this development of personal 
government that as yet we barely 
see the forest for the trees. But 
if we look at it as a whole we must 
be startled at the extent to which 
the restraints of free government 
are being destroyed, and before 
it is too late, before Mr. Roosevelt 
has landed us amiably in a confu- 
sion which only a ruthless hand 
can cure, we shall have to pro- 
claim, like Joseph Dunning, that 
his power has increased, is in- 
creasing, and ought to be dimin- 
ished.

Dunning saw, and 3. majority of 
the house of commons agreed with 
him, that in order to set limits 
upon and to pare down "the in- 
creased, dangerous and alarming 
influence" of the executive, it was 
necessary for parliament to regain 
its control over tne expenditure of 
public money. He pointed out that 
because the legislature had given 
the executive a blank check for 
spending, the arbitrary power of 
the executive had increased; that 
if the legislature insisted upon 
economy, it would not only save 
money, but would restrain the 
influence of the executive within 
"its 
natural and constitutional 
limits." 
The issue which Dunning raised 
is the paramount issue in Wash- 
ington today. 
Once again, after 
a century and a half of constitu- 
tional government, we have an 
executive whose personal power is 
greater1 than any that was ever 
conceived as possible in the chief 
official of a constitutional state. 
Once again we see that this per- 
sonal power is increasing. 
Once 
again we see that it is increasing 
because the executive has obtained 
control of public expenditures and 
is using the power of money to 
coerce the other branches of the 
government. Once again we have 
come to the point where the in- 
increasing personal power of the 
executive ought to be diminished, 
and once again the essential pro- 
cedure of liberty is to restore the 
legislature's control over public 
money. 
Some one should introduce Dun- 


crease 


power of the president, and to per- 
petuate it. It is b'y means of these 
powers, 
now 
being employed 
shamelessly to browbeat congress, 
that he proposes to obtain the au- 
thority to pack the supreme court 
and to dominate the lower federal 
courts. But that is only a part 
of a vast program of personal gov- 
ernment. 
There is another bill in congress, 
one for the reorganization of the 
government, which has many at- 
tractive features, but contains also 
the most extraordinary proposal 
for the extension of personal gov- 
ernment which has ever been seri- 
ously proposed in this country. If 
it were put into effect, almost 
every interest which is now sub- 
ject to public regulation would be 
regulated by appointees beholden 
to the president, and heaven help 
it if it tried to take an appeal to 
the courts from their decisions. 


The plain fact of the matter Is 
that the intoxication of personal 
power has gone to Mr. Roosevelt's 
head. He has come to think that 
the sole function of congress is to 
supply Mm with the means of 
power and of the courts to justify 
his use of power. Personally, he 
wishes to make the laws, either 
openly and boldly as in the NRA 
or indirectly by compelling con- 
gress to ratify what he proposes. 
Personally he wishes to fix and 
control public expenditures. Per- 
sonally, he wishes to fix the pow- 
ers of all government departments. 
Personally, he wishes to rule the 
administrative and quasi-judicial 
commissions.

The "Major" sat West. His part- 
ner having passed originally, the 
"Major" felt that it would be futile 
to double the one spade bid for a 
take-out. To do so would involve 
shading the requirements slightly 
and probably come to no good. As 
to the final contract of four spades, 
the " Major" thought that he could 
almost surely beat it, but felt that 
his singleton% king would be safer in 
the absence 'of a double. 


The queen of clubs was the open- 


Ing lead, won by the ace, and East 
returned the deuce of diamonds. The 
"Major" gathered in declarer's king, 
and thought matters over carefully. 
Declarer's bidding had virtually guar- 
anteed ten cards in the major suits. 
The deuce of diamonds led by East 
had virtually guaranteed that the 
king was a singleton. Declarer prob- 
ably had started with only two clubs 
to the king and, therefore, would have 
no club that would give him. entry 
to dummy by ruffing. It was highly 
unlikely that declarer would lead up 
to the jack of hearts in dummy, since 
there was no assurance that the king 
was under, instead of over, the jack, 
and also since such an effort would 
court a ruff of a heart. Rather than 
put declarer back into his own hand 
and virtually force him to bang down 
the ace of trumps, the " Major" de- 
termined to be " kind " and to help 
declarer reach dummy for a trump 
finesse. He selected a suit for this 
purpose that would be almost sure 
to be won in dummy, a low heart. 
Dummy's nine was played and, when 
it held, declarer shot a suspicious 
glance at the " Major." But he could 
not know that he had deliberately 
put him in dummy for ulterior pur- 
poses and, therefore, 
cannot 
be 


blamed for promptly taking 
the 


trump finesse and losing to the 
"Major's" singleton king. Later, o£ 
course, the " Major" had to get his 
heart king for the setting trick. 


The declarer felt badly about losing 


his contract, but much worse about 
giving the " Major " so much ammu- 
nition for gloating purposes.

NATIONAL OEBT 


BEYOND LIMIT FIXED 


Treasury Statement .Beveals 


It Is Now $35,039,- 


956,335.49. 


WASHINGTON. (UP). The na- 
tional debt rose beyond the $35,- 
026,000,000 limit fixed by President 
Roosevelt. 


While congress struggled with 
economy and the nation prepared 
for higher taxes, the treasury 
statement for Friday revealed that 
the nation's debt reached the un- 
precedented high mark of $35,039,- 
335.49 on May 5. 
The indebtedness figure repre- 


sented an upward movement of 
$52,052,439.07 from the previous 
day, resulting principally from an- 
other step in the treasury's bor- 
rowing 
program of $50,000,000 


weekly. Much of the recent rapid 
increase in the debt resulted from 
the treasury's gold "sterilization" 
program, thru which gold imports 
are purchased at $35 per ounce 
and segregated in a separate in- 
active fund to offset the credit in- 
flationary effects of an increasing 
gold supply. 
Mr. Roosevelt estimated in his 
budget message last January that 
the national debt would increase 
by $1,248,000,000 during the cur- 
rent fiscal year and reach $35,026,- 
000,000 (B) on June 30 when the 
fiscal period ends. 
At that time he said he expected 
the national debt to remain "at 
about the same amount" during 


the ensuing fiscal year, and the 
implication w*» the debt would not 
exceed tha; figure henceforth. 


The treasury program of weekly 
$50,000,000 borrowings is not yet 
completed for this fiscal year, in- 
dicating that the debt will rise 
still further over the upper limit 
fixed by the president. 


Both president and congress are 
alarmed by the succession of defi- 
cits and the soaring debt which 
have accompanied Roosevelt re- 
form and recovery.

Gomorrah. Never more sublimely 
did Abraham demonstrate his title 
as "The Friend." To this day, by 
the way, the Arabic name of the 
City of Hebron, where he dwelt, is 
"The Friend.1') He was a friend of 
man, as well as a friend of God. 
No petty meanness abode in his 
breast. He did not think for an 
instant, "Now it will serve that 
stubborn Lot right for his selfish 
choice." Christ's own quality of 
compassion dwelt in Abraham's 
breast. He yearned for the rescue 
of even the degenerate sinners in 
Sodom and Gomorrah. 
We are 
not rue children of Abraham, or of 
God, unless our thoughts and our 
prayers reach out beyond our own 


interest* to thoM far away, who 
have not natural claim upon u*. 
Prayer i» hardly prayer that is 
wholly selfish. * What streams of 
petition* *r« pouring heavenward 
these days for poor Spain and 
China and Germany and Russia 
and Japan! 
Does it seern presumptous that 
Abraham should have pleaded witn 
God for those whom an earlier 
phraseology called "hell-deserving 
sinners?" Ah, friend fcnowa the 
heart of Friend. Abraham under- 
stood God's quality of mercy. So he 
asked that the cities of the plain 
might be spared if 50 righetous 
persons were found therein. That 
boon granted, he lowered the num- 
ber, in successive petitions, to 45, 
to 40, to 30, to 20, and 10.

found, and the city wa* wfcptd out 
by the wrath of the Lord, to whom 
righteousness and justice and good

DETROIT. C3"). Henry Ford, who 


steadfastly opposed the NRA to 
the day it was declared uncon- 
stitutional, said Friday he also 
would oppose the federal tax on 
undistributed profits. 


He described it, in an interview, 
as "ramshackle 
legislation," en- 
acted by "politicians who are par- 
rots for the international finan- 
ciers." 
The Ford Motor company, he de- 
clared, is the "target." 
"The real purpose is to tax the 
Independents, large and small, out 
of existence," he said. "The finan- 
ciers want to drive every indepen- 
dent business man to borrow 
money, to make American bus- 
iness pay continual tribute to the 
money lenders. The ywant to send 
the companies they can't control 
to Wall street. And it is only the 
companies they don't control who 
are objecting. The others are all 
in one pocket." 
He spoke approvingly of a 
"changed attitude" he noted in 
congress toward that and similar 
matters. 
"Congress did not concoct this 
ramshackle legislation, altho it 
passed the bill," he said. 
"Now 
it is trying to see how it can do 
better. For that reason, you hear 
more good things'said about con- 
gress today than for six years 
past. 
Of course, the members 
have heard from home, but that 
only means that congress and the 
people are coming to the same 
conclusions.

WASHINGTON. — The 
millen- 


nium arrived last Monday. On that

to pass a pension bill. 


Lobbyists, old timers and insiders 
may not believe it, but the Con- 
gressional Record shows the house 
then refused to consider a bill ap- 
propriating 55,000,000 a year more 
for soldiers, sailors and nurses of 
the Spanish-American war. 
When legislators decline to vote 
for pension bills, you may be rea- 
sonably certain that something is 
wrong with the world.

In fact, those who have joined

billion dollar relief appropriation 
would be cut to a flat billion. 
A majority of the two commit- 
tees are agreed on 'it.

The 
committeemen also have 


some bad news in store for Interior 
Secretary Ickes. The subcommit- 
tee of the 
house appropriations 


committee has decided to trim his 
PWA expenditures down to a point 
approaching abolition. What the 
subcommittee says usually goes, 
which means that the Ickes era of 
PWA spending is-probably nearing 
an end, by congressional edict. 
PWA expires June 30. A resolu- 
tion extending it for two years has 
been under consideration by the 
subcommittee. Mr. Ickes has obli- 
gated the federal government for 
expenditures amounting to $282,- 
000,000 during this two-year ex- 
tension period. In addition, he has 
a 
51-15,000,000 
revolving 
fund, 


which amounts to a drawing ac- 
count on the treasury. 


The subcommittee has decided to 
let Mr. Iclccs spend his §282,000,- 
000 of obligations, but to cancel 
his drawing account. 
His S145.- 
000,000 revolving fund is to be 
abolished. The money automa- 
tically is applied to curtailing the 
national debt. 


In a word, this would be the end 


of the far-flung PWA, pet child of 
Mi.

a record audience in St. Paul's 
church Thursday night. The lead- 
ing tenor of the 
Metropolitan 


Opera association, brought to Lin- 
coln by the Greater Lincoln Music 
association as the climax to this 
season's artist course, sang a fully 
rounded concert with supreme art- 
istry. 
What can 
one 
say? 
Every 


moment of the recital was one of 
deep pleasure. 
It can be stated 
sincerely that, when the last note 
of the final encore died away, the 
audience was still eager for more 
and would in all probability have 
listened joyfully until midnight. 


The quality of MX. Crooks' sing- 


ing does not lend itself readily to 
description. His tone was gorgeous 
—rich, full, trumpet clear. 
The 
singer shifted with Olympian ease 
from mere feathers of song to the 
most tremendous fortissimos. His 
range is splendid, his technique 
beyond reproach. He expressed 
always a profound understanding 
of what he was singing. But there 
was something more, some ini- 
tangible quality, perhaps that very 
quality which differentiates great- 
ness from mere excellence. It may 
be simply that Mr. Crooks loves 
to sing. 
The artist began with Bach's 


lovely aria, "If Thou Be Near." It 
seems rather a futile task to select 
one number and say, "this was 
better than another," but undoubt- 
edly the "Per Pieta" in the open- 
ing group was exquisite. Especial- 
ly interesting was the group of 


three Lieder by Straus, -sung most 
lovelily by Mr. Crooks. Two en- 
cores followed this 
group, 
and 


during the course of the evening 
Mr. Crooks sang five more. 
Following the aria from "Car- 
men," Mr. Crooks responded to in- 
sistent applause by singing The 
Dream, from Massenet's "Manon," 
and the aria from the last act of 
"Tosca." Especially beautiful in the 
last group was Rachmaninoff's 
heart rending song, "To the Chil- 
dren." Perhaps in repentance for 
singing PurceU's rather trifling 
"I'll Sail Upon the Dog Star" at 
the last—tho he did sing it as well 
as it could be sung—Mr. Crooks 
finished with three popular selec- 
tions that left the audience in a 
furor of applause.

R. R. Rose of Casper, Wyo., and 
Shrader P. Howell, assistant at- 
torney general of Colorado, voiced 
the complaint in connection with 
explanations given by R. I. Meek- 
er of Denver, consulting engineer 
for Nebraska, on exhibits intro- 
duced by Nebraska hi an attempt 
to prove "out of priority diver- 
sions" by Wyoming. 
"This witness," Howell told Spe- 


cial Master M. J. Doherty of St. 
Paul, assigned to hear the case, 
"is not competent to go into the 
circumstances of the issuance of 
the socalled out of 
priority di- 


version orders. His testimony only 
can go so far as he finds these 
diversions in the records." 


The same view was expressed by 


Rose, who added he believed the 
testimony should come thru R. H. 
Willis, Nebraska irrigation bureau 
chief, who prepared the records. 


Good in Explanation. 


Paul F. Good, Nebraska's special 
counsel, 
explained Willis "went 


into detail on these matters be- 
fore" and will be available for 
cross examination next week "on 
everything we've gone over." 


Meeker was on the stand the 
entire day identifying exhibits of- 
fered in behalf of the suit charging 
Wyoming -with depriving "prior 
right irrigators in 
Nebraska ot 
their share of the river water." 
The total number of "exhibits 
reached 320 at the close of Thurs- 
day's hearing, the third to be held 
here. 


The principal question raised is 


whether priorities should be the 
controlling factor in interstate ad- 
ministration of river water, the 
same as within a state. Wyoming 
and Colorado disputed Nebraska's 
contention priorities should gov- 
ern exclusively "because of nu- 
merous other equitable factors."

Pharmacy hall, filled with 
a myriad of test tubes and vials 
and permeated with the aroma of 
a hospital, was a garden of Eden 
for those curious to know what 
goes into their pills and medicines, 
and Morrill hall, lined with maps 
and specimens, was a mecca for 
the geologically minded. 
Outstanding exhibits included a 


model erosion control project, laid 
out by the agricultural engineers 
in the old power house, showing a 
field before and after installation 
of control devices; a phantom 
house, laid out in the campus 
studio by architectural 
students 


and disappearing before the eyes 
of spectators, and a demonstration 


of the tuermite welding process 
staged by the chemical engineers. 


Goldberg Inventions Seen. 


"Rube 
Goldberg's 
inventions" 


advertised as the "worst ever" 
drew throngs to the chemistry 
building, but no more than the 
liquid air demonstration attracted 
to mechanical arts. In the latter, 
rubber balls became as delicate as 
old china and mercury as solid as 
steel while young and old "oohed" 
and "ahed" at the marvels of 
science. 
Mechanical engineers explained 


the methods of casting metals in 
the 
mechanical 
arts 
building, 


which hummed with machinery in 
motion in every room. The elec- 
tricians included in their many 
exhibits a high frequency demon- 
stration, showing how power can 
be transmitted without wires. 


Other feature exhibits were the 
testing of materials in the testing 
laboratory, exhibition of a model 
concrete house and rural electri- 
fication and model irrigation dia- 
plays.

WASHINGTON. C3P). A senate 


committee approved Friday relax- 
ation of restrictions on the sale 
and 
export 
of non-inflammable 


helium gas, use of which in the 
airship Hindenburg, some experts 
said, possibly would have pre- 
vented the disastrous explosion of 
that craft. 


The senate military affairs com- 


mittee acted to bring about lib- 
eralization of restrictions while 
various government agencies, in- 
cluding the department of com- 
merce, the senate commerce com- 
mittee and the bureau of mines, 
dispatched investigators to study 
the wreckage of the big ship at 
Lakehurst, N. J. The Hindenburg 
used inflammable hydrogen gas 
for lifting power. 


The United States has a virtual 


monopoly on helium but whether 
it could be sold and exported in 
sufficient quantities to permit the 
operation of German Zeppelins in 
trans-Atlantic service was not im- 
mediately disclosed.

Carefully Supervised Diet Is Best Check 


Possible Against Undernourishment 


traced to faulty feeding. Occa- 
sionally, it may follow a diet lack- 
ing in one or more elements abso- 
utely essential to proper growth 
and development. What makes the 
>roblem even more difficult some- 
imes is that no deficiency in. the 
diet can be determined. In those 
cases it may well be that the dis- 
:ase is due to a congenital defect 
of some sort, or possibly to a 
chronic infection. It may occur as 
a result of persistent or chronic 
liarrhea, diseased tonsils or nasal 
inuses, or some other localized in- 
ection. 


Mentality Affected 


The children of the rich and poor 
alike suffer from it. 
Those who 


have marasmus are below par men- 
ally, as well as physically. The 
lowness of mental development is 
a. result of the poor nutrition. 


The victim of this disturbance 
makes a. pitiful sight. He looks like 
an old man, the loose skin hanging 
in folds over the bones of the face 
and body. The poor child is skinny 
and markedly underweight. Usu- 
ally the temperatus-e is below nor- 
mal and the pulse is slow, condi- 
ions resulting from the physical 
depression. 
' 


Unless energetic measures of re- 
lief are taken, the child is in danger 
of 
some serious 
complication. 
Bright's disease, pneumonia or 
iome other dangerous disorder may 
'ollow. 


Energetic Treatment Needed 
Everything must be done to de- 
.ermine the underlying defect. The 
diet should be carefully supervised. 
It must contain all the essential 
substances. 
But since these chil- 
dren cannot handle certain foods, 
t is important that the diet be a 
simple one. 


It is wise to see that the food 


given is rich in protein but low in 
starches and sugars. Your doctor 
vill- tell you about articles which 
carry the necessary vitamins and 
minerals. Frequent glasses of or- 
ange juice and the use of cod liver 
oil are strongly recommended. 


In a severe case of marasmus it 


s best, if possible, that the child 


taken to a hospital.

In the 
morning, add soda and cook beans, 
using the same water, in a two- 
quart bean pot i— co\eretl casse- 
role until skins begin to loosen 
Place one-half the salt pork, sliced, 
m bottom of bean pot; add one-half 
the beans and half the seasonings;

Add enough boil- 
ing water slowly until it seeps 
through beans to the top (do not 
use too much). Cover and bake in 
slow oven for four hours or longer 
until liquid is absorbed and beans 
are dark and mealy.

Death Rate in Two. 


PITTSBURGH. UP>. A new form 


of quinine, which cut the death 
rate in 100 human cage* of pneu- 
monia by nearly 50 percent in the 
winter just finished in Pittsburgh, 
was reported by the Mellon insti- 
tute. The treatment has been con- 
ducted with great secrecy for two 
years. The report revealed that in 
the previous winter another 100 
cases were treated with results 
probably as good altho the form 
of pneumonia in that year was 
not so deadly as in the present 
season. 


The new drug is one of 78 forms 


of quinine produced by the insti- 
tute in a six-year search for a. bet- 
ter pneumonia treatment. 


Since 19yl it has been known 
that a form of quinine called opto- 
chen kills the pneumonia germ. 
But optochen also caused blind- 
ness. 
The institute 
has 
been 
searching for a chemical which 
would attach itself readily to qui- 
nine and neutralize the blindness 
"factor" 
without 
removing 
the 
pneumonia germ killing power. 


The drug reported Friday has 
not caused one case, nor even a 
suspicion of blindness in the 200 
fees. It still has only a technical 


name — hydrovyethylapocupreine.

MAY DAY IS CHILD HEALTH DAY 
Bureau of Home Economics, U. S. Department of Agriculture 


May day, for the child, means 
hanging May baskets and scamp- 
ering away before he is caught. 
For the youth it often means danc- 
ing around 
the 
maypole 
and 
crowning a fair queen. But for an 
increasing number of their elders 
it means child health day. 
As President Roosevelt said in 
his proclamation, May 1 is a day 
for special consideration of ways 
in which the health of children 
shall be promoted 
and 
safe- 


guarded. 
Health obviously can be built 
only upon a well balanced diet. 
And it's pretty difficult, tho not 
impossible, to work out a well- 
balanced diet for growing children 
without milk. 
Milk does not contain all the es- 
sential food elements, but it pro- 
vides many of them—and very 
cheaply. Give a child all the milk 
he wants to drink, providing he 
does not let it displace other es- 
sential foods. Every child should 
get a pint a day and if possible 
a quart, to arm. him against a 
number of diseases traceable to a 
deficiency of vitamins A, B and G. 
Citrus fruits or tomatoes, the leafy 
green vegetables, and eggs also 
should be in the diet to supply 
needed vitamins and minerals and 
supplement the milk. 
A quart of milk would of itself 
supply the day's calcium need for 
the child—what is necessary for 
building good teeth and bones. If 
less than this amount is consumed, 
certain fruits and vegetables can 
bring in the rest of the calcium. 
A liberal supply of vitamin A is 
essential to vigorous health in the 
child. It stimulates growth, pro- 
tects against one of the more ser- 
ious eye diseases, and possibly also 
against infections in the body. 
Vitamin A deficiency is more 


common and more serious than is 
generally recognized. In a recent 
survey of Iowa school children a 
fourth of those from the country, 
half of the village pupils, and half

o three-fourths of the city chil- i 
dren, depending upon their eco- 
nomic level, showed deficiency in 
his nutritive element. The record 
of the country children -was be- 
ieved to be due to their having a 
more plentiful fiupply of milk and 
"resh vegetables. All these mal- 
nutrition cases were cured by add- 
ng cod-liver oil or carotene. 
The vitamin A content of milk 


varies wiedly according to 
the 
cow's diet. Milk and butter from 
cows on pasture may have ten 
times taht of cows fed on grain 
and poor hay. The vitamin A of 
milk is entirely in the fat, and the 
natural yellow color of butter is 
a fairly good index of its vitamin 
A potency. 
Vitamin G, which is often foun£ 
in generous quantities in milk, is 
another food element essential to 
health and growth. Milk is a fair 
source also of vitamin B, tho 
chicken, lean pork and the green 
and yellow vegetables are better 
sources. 
A quart of milk a day supplies 


;he child with enough calcium and 
phosphorus to build a fine bony 
structure, but the body is so con- 
structed that it takes up these 
minerals most efficiently in the 
presence of vitamin D. And milk 
tself has practically no vitamin D. 
Fortunately there is in the 
luman skin a substance called 
ergosterol which is changed into 
vitamin D on exposure to ultra 
violet light. 
So the person who 
gets out into the sunlight long 
enough generates his own vitamin 
D. Hence, the sun baths prescribed 
for the baby. 
City people usu- 
ally are not exposed to sunlight 
enough to get an adequate supply 
and must get this food essential 
from other sources such as the fish 
liver oils, eggs, salmon and butter. 
But the parent who faithfully 
sees to this children g-etting their 
cod-liver oil but is indifferent to 
the quantity of milk or calcium- 
rich vegetables they are getting 
will be doing them little good. 
Dental health for life is largely 


determined by the time a child is 
six, so that for his first years an 
adequate supply of milk or green 
vegetables and vitamin D is doubly 
necessary. 
A recent report con- 
cerning the teeth of U. S. navy re- 
cruits showed the dental health of 
rural recruits considerably better 
than that of urban recruits. 
The 


belief was that both diet and sun- 
light had been important factors 
in the contrast. 
Not only is it essential that a 


child have an adequate supply of 
milk but also that the milk should 
be wholesome. Yet a large propor- 
tion of the small towns and vil- 
lages of the United States have no 
efficient milk inspection or con- 
trol, according to O. E. Reed, chiel 
of the bureau of dairy industry. 


Not all large cities even have 
adequate inspection. But the U. S 
public health service milk ordin- 
ance and other similar ordinances 
are being adopted by more ann 
more communities. This ordinance 
is really an outline of the -stand- 
ards necessary for a sanitary-milk 
supply, and of the administration 
and procedure required to pu 
those, standards into effect. U. S 
officials may be invited in to 
check the city's supply of milk 
and report to the city officials 
their findings, but have no power 
to do more. The 676 cities having 
the ordinance utilize the federa 
government service, however, to 
find whether or not their milk 


measures up to the 90 percent 
iure standard considered the mini- 
mum for city health.. 
The grading of milk has been of 


decided help to consumers. Where 
enforcement #of good city milk 
ordinances is effective, grade A 
milk means sanitation all along 
the line: Healthy cows, milked by 
healthy persons in a sanitary way, 
and carefully handled in the ship- 
ping and delivering. 
The grading of milk is not espe- 
cially concerned with the amount 
of butterfat. 
Grade A milk may 
not yield a bit more cream than 
grade B does. 
The federal public health serv- 


:ce believes that all milk should 
je pasteurized or boiled before it 
is used, for this process kills all 
disease germs present in the milk. 
Pasteurizing is preferred. Proper 
pasteurization raises raw milk one 


•rade; grade B raw milk, for in- 
stance, becomes grade A. 
Pasteurization, it is true, de- 
stroys most of vitamin C along 
with the disease germs, but the 
gain outweighs this loss, especially 
since tomatoes or citrus fruit can 
supply this vitamin. 
Certified milk is raw milk which 


has measured 
up to the high 
standards of the American associ- 
ation of medical milk commis- 
sions. The fact that milk has been 
pasteurized or 
certified 
doesnM 


mean that it need no further care 
It must still be kept clean, cov- 
ered and cold. 
Dried whole milk is hetter than 
questionable raw milk. It has the 
advantage of having1 most or all of 
raw milk's original vitamin, but is 
not always available. Where driec 
skim milk can be purchased it 
too, can be used. Three and a hall 
ounces of it with one and a hal! 
ounces of butter give the 
fooc 
equivalent of a quart of whole 
milk. 


Unsweetened evaporated milk is 
another safe milk, with the addec 
advantage 
of being economica 
and keeping well. 


Milk also may be worked into 
the diet in the form of custards 
soups, and other dishes. Tho there 
is no one food which supplies al 
food essentials, milk comes the 
nearest to being the perfect food 
Supplement it with an egg, a 
citrus fruit or tomatoes, some 
fresh green or yellow vegetables 
and you have a wholesome diet for 
both child and adult

OF ALL THE ZEPPELINS 


Luxurious "Flying Hotel" in 


Which Latest Develop- 


ments Embodied. 


NEW YORK. UP). The Hinden- 
burg, considered the greatest prod- 
uct of tne science of airship con- 
struction, was the largest zeppelin 
ever built—803 feet long. Powered 
with four huge 1,000 horsepower 
Diesel engines, it had a. maximum 
speed of 84 mils an hour and car- 
ried a crew of 40 besides 50 pas- 
sengers. 
Its payload capacity of 
15 tons constituted the 
largest 
combination of passengers, freight 
and mail" ever lifted off the ground 
by aircraft 
As a "flying hotel" it was the 
most luxurious of the 150-odd air- 
ships built in the 36 years since 
Count 
Ferdinand 
von Zeppelin 
made his first historical dirigible 
flight. 
Elaborate interior decora- 
tions, featured by murals depict- 
ing the history o faviation, embel- 
lished the spacious passenger quar- 
ters. A promenade more than 150 
feet long enclosed by unbreakable 
glass provided an 
unobstructed 
view in all directions. 
Staterooms similar to those on 
ships were equipped with folding 
desks, and shower baths, with de- 
vices for measuring the consump- 
tion of water, which was distilled 
from air on the trip. The airship 
had a completely equipped kitchen, 
with electric ranges and refriger- 
ators and a large stock of linen, 
china and silverware. 
The huge 
freight compartment would hold 
24,000 pounds of baggage and pas- 
sengers were offered the service 
of taking along their cars or even 
light airplanes. 
The ship was piloted from a 
forward gondola, separate 
from 
passenger quarters, where were 
the levers and switches controlling 
the dirigible's rudders and gas 
valves. From the control gondola, 
a pasageway led to the wireless 
room, -which had the latest devel- 
opments in all types of radio com- 
munication apparatus. On either 
side of the lower passageway thru 
the ship were the huge containers 
of crude oil which fed the engines. 
The ship's electric 
generators 
were in ,a tightly closed compart- 
ment amidships, and 
furnished 
current for. lighting, radio, steer- 
ing gear, magnetic 
compasses, 
giant searchlights and cooking. 
The gas which held up the sky be- 
hemoth was contained in 32 bal- 
lons arranged in a 
continuous 
chain from bow to stern. 
Movement around the ship was 
provided by two corridors, one run- 
ning thru the bottom of the vessel 
along which were located all fue' 
and water tanks, crew quarters 
supplies, etc., and the other run- 
ning thru the center of the ship 
from tip to tip. The latter, a pri- 
mary 
girder 
in the 
structure 
served as a passageway for gas 
cell inspection. 
The ship 
was 


moved by four four-bladed wooden 
propellors mounted on four power 
cars. Two on either side of the 
ship on the outside.
